HE DOCTORS TOOK the. count when our Highest Tribunal made 

the great decision that medicine is a trade, but this is nothing new 

for there is a precedent. A century or more ago it was said of the 
ancients that they tried to make of medicine an art and greatly failed 
while the moderns set out to establish it as a trade and magnificently 
succeeded. 

Hogarth, who early in the 18th century began to make fun of the 
pomposities of the doctors, was well aware of their appetite for the 
guinea. His drawings indicate that the three great assets of a physician 
of the time were a solemn visage, a wig, and a gold-headed cane. It 
should be said, in justice, that he made the Bench fair game too, and it 
was the study of his last caricature on which he worked the night before 
he died that leads us to discover the Great Ruling, a decision to be 
ranked, in importance, with the pronouncement of our High Court. 

Hogarth’s picture shows the British Court of Common Pleas in 1764, 
and the four inattentive justices were then thinking of anything but the 
case in hearing. Chief Justice Sir John Willes, pompously oblivious, is 
reading a memorandum; on his right is Sir Edward Clive, the immediate 
predecessor of the worthy Blackstone, evidently bored; on the left is 
Mr. Justice Bathurst, equally oblivious of what is going on. The fourth 
justice is sound asleep, and we forbear to name him. 

The history of these legal fellows and their momentous ruling weighs 
heavily on the doctors, for Sir Edward Clive and Mr. Justice Bathurst 
held medicine to be not only a trade but an inferior one. If precedent 
means anything in law, it is difficult to get away from the decision made 
nearly two hundred years ago, a decision not so much against physicians, 
as against their avarice and their arrogant pretensions. Perhaps medicine 
will become an art when the doctors work for nothing and like it. 
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EDITORIALS 


HE EDITOR IS GLAD that someone has spoken out in meeting and 

he takes the opportunity to refer to a recent paper in the Bulletin, 

a line or two of which may well serve as a text. The author remarks 
that one need only review the history of the Medical Library Association 
to find that physicians have always played the major réle while the librar- 
ians took secondary parts. Moreover, it appears this wasn’t the fault of 
the doctors who, no doubt, would have preferred to be cast as shrinking 
violets, if they hadn’t been invited to speak and to be nominated and 
elected presidents, editors, chairmen, and what not. It was assumed 
that the meek and lowly librarians, who waited around and of course 
voted, must have loved it or they wouldn’t have stood for it. 

Now, for the last few years, the Editor has been asked each time 
the Association has met, if he didn’t think the program was fine and on 
each occasion he has answered that it was superb. At this point it has 
been difficult for him to keep from biting his tongue so as not to add the 
words, for a medical society. 

The Editor thinks, nevertheless, that rotation in office has been 
pretty well accomplished and anyway the Association has a competent 
president who does not happen to be a Doctor of Medicine. Undoubtedly, 
there are many who would like to see library science and practical li- 
brary operations given a more important place in our deliberations. Then 
our Bulletin could not, by any stretch of the imagination, appear in the 
light of a medical journal. Perhaps we should take a long-range view of 
our ultimate objective. 


EARS AGO THE EDITOR cast his eyes upon some old filing cases and 
¥~ sskes what was in them. The reply was to the effect that they con- 

tained correspondence of post-Civil War days relating to the busi- 
ness of requisitions and medical supplies and were of no interest or 
importance now. Because they were official records, they could not be 
done away with, and for this reason they were accorded the same respect 
given to old desks and ancient cabinets, not to mention chairs no longer 
safe to sit on. From year to year the Editor occasionally saw these cases 
in the basement but allowed them to remain undisturbed. So the years 
passed and like a Pharaoh in an Egyptian tomb, they slept the centuries 
away, until one day, lo! the Editor found nothing to do. 

Now Satan must have been at work, for idle hands groped into one 
of the cabinets and pulled forth bundle after bundle of old letters ad- 
dressed to Dr. John S. Billings, hundreds of them. Only those of 1868 
and 1869 have been examined thus far, but they reveal much that is of 
interest of that era of three-quarters of a century ago. These letters came 
from officers in different parts of the country. The writers had been long 
since in their graves, of course, but we can read stories of intrigues, 
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Indian scalpings, and daily living amid pathetic hardships of the time. 
Eventually they may form, with many others not yet examined, a basis 
for the publication of events in Dr. Billings’ life which have not yet 
appeared. 

There is something gripping to the heart about old letters. They 
bring the writers back to earth. In the lines one can feel the emotions of 
long-forgotten people who poured their hearts out over the small hap- 
penings of human existence. That is why so many of us cannot be per- 
suaded to burn a personal letter, for to do this is to destroy a thing that 
still lives.

F AN ART can be said to have its birth in fancy, it may prove the more 
interesting.

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NEW DISCOVERIES IN PNEUMATICKS James Gillray 


This caricatures the Royal Institution of Great Britain, founded shortly after 1800. The 
Institution was a fashionable novelty of the time. The president is Dr. Garnett who is illustrating 
the discourse, and on his left is Mr. Davy, later Sir Humphrey Davy. Smiling benignly on the right 
and near the door is the celebrated Benjamin Thompson of New Hampshire, who later became 
Count Rumford and founded the Harvard professorship bearing his name. The spectacled figure 
behind him is Isaac Disraeli, the father of the Earl of Beaconsfield. Many other well known persons 
are represented in the picture. 


THE WALCHEREN EXPEDITION Thomas Rowlandson 


This drawing caricatures, somewhat bitterly, the military operation in 1809 in which the 
British occupied a small island of the Netherlands, later being forced to withdraw on account of 
the terrible loss of life caused by an epidemic of fever coupled with a poor supply system. Sir Lucas 
Pepys, Physician General of the British Army, on the right, and Sir Thomas Keate on the left, 
held jointly responsible, are shown in the stocks. The figure on the ass is Robert Jackson, a Scottish 
physician, who had visited America and who was a friend of Benjamin Rush. Jackson's violent 
controversy with the two medical gentlemen resulted in his being ousted from the Army, but it resulted 
in a complete medical reorganization of the British Army Medical Service. 
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soon by hidden pinpricks he aroused first one and then another of the 
gods and goddesses from their celestial slumber. Neither Wotan’s power- 
ful hammer strokes nor Apollo’s arrows prevailed; the sweetest smile of 
Venus proved futile against this feeble effort.

an awkward likeness of someone, then the goblin wrote beneath it in 
letters large, for all to see, ““Zeus is a jackass,” and lo! the first caricature 
was created. So we may define caricature as the art of pictorial ridicule or 
satire. 

Since the legendary days just mentioned, the union of pictorial art 
and mocking dialectics has endured, even if a sort of armed companion- 
ship. It seems to have slumbered at times, as when man was engaged in 
a death struggle for mere existence. Yet ever it aroused again when man’s 
smugness in his own accomplishment threatened to lull a drowsy wit 
to sleep. The caricature always brought about a sort of compensation, 
belittling those who think themselves great and permitting the lowly and 
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the oppressed a delightful, if secret, revenge. It has ever been a weapon 
of no mean pretensions. 

Personal caricatures are of great antiquity and as far back as early 
Egyptian times we discover a keen sense of satire. The Egyptians were 
fond of ridiculing the actions of men by picturing animals performing 
similar ones and we find the counterpart of this in modern caricature. 
They loved to depict the efforts of over-indulgence in alcohol and there 
are many caricatures showing Master being carried home after a carousal. 
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ROBERT MACAIRE—PHILANTHROPIST Daumier 


A good example of two of Daumier’s famous subjects, the well known types, Robert Macaie 
and Bertrand. It has been said that the artist Philipon invented Macaire, but certainly Daumier 
was responsible for his development. In this picture, Macaire, the fat rascal, is telling his companion 
the wonderful possibilities of the Enema Society, which is going to be very popular. Macaire 
boasts that the shares of stock will sell for 250 francs each and that stockholders will be treated free. 


There is also one showing Milady suddenly overtaken by a sick stomach, 
which some waggish fellow has labeled ‘Too late with the basin.” 
The walls of Pompeii show caricatures drawn in chalk: a Roman 
soldier, an ass being crucified. There is also to be seen in color a caricature 
of the judgment of Solomon. In Greece the caricature was no less devel- 
oped and Aristotle no doubt was familiar with them. Pliny mentions 
sculptors who exhibited caricatures in clay and these were held up for 
public ridicule. In medieval times the caricature is to be found occa- 
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sionally. Here it ridiculed customs and individual peculiarities as a rule. 
It is necessary for us to distinguish portraits, which were intended to be 
true caricatures, from such drawings as were made by daVinci, for 
example. This artist made marvelous sketches of distorted heads which 
were actually portraits evolved from the study of freaks. We may say 
even, as has been hinted just now, that there was a break in the line of 
the caricature in its descent from ancient time because the art faded 
away finally and did not again appear until the 17th century. 

Before the invention of printing, the art of caricature had been 
merely the lash of a whip upon the back of a sophomore, the password 
of the small minority. With the appearance of the printed word, it be- 
came the sword of the demagogue. In the Middle Ages it was devoted 
principally to the Church, but dealt, besides the Devil, with comical 
animals, asses, fools, and women. 

There have been a number of so-called schools of caricature among 
which we distinguish an early Italian school; a later school as exemplified 
by Mitelli; a French school; a British school, and an American school. 
Caricatures first appeared in England in the late years of the 17th cen- 
tury, but they did not reach their full flower until the early 18th century, 
with Hogarth, the greatest English exponent of the caricature in its 
social aspects. 

Modern caricature began about the year 1500, coincident with the 
rise of printing. In the 16th century, Rabelais and especially Brueghel 
were famous exponents of the art of satire. Holbein in the 17th century 
was known as a caricaturist as well as a painter. The Spanish were never 
caricaturists and with the exception of Goya, the incomparable hero 
of the masses, contributed but little to the art. In France, Boilly, Dau- 
mier, and Gaudissart were outstanding figures, while Benjamin Franklin 
was perhaps the earliest American caricaturist. He was to be followed by 
a variety of mediocrities during the Civil War. In the 70’s, Thomas Nast 
achieved world-wide fame. 

In the Germany of a generation or two ago, we find an avoidance 
of politics and hates. Satire moved about in the narrow confines of 
bourgeois existence, content to ridicule only the manners, customs, and 
fashions of the day. The German made fun of well identified characters 
and pilloried heavy eaters, ostentatious ceremonies, pigs in human form, 
hunters, and so on. They took their medical men seriously and they 
produced comparatively few medical caricatures. 

The most important feature of the early caricature was the political. 
In the days when people did not read as much as they do today, and 
where the great mass of the population was unlettered, caricature was a 
far greater force than at present. It was, indeed, about the only weapon 
which could be turned effectively against an unpopular or a tyrannical ad- 
ministration. Early caricatures were invariably issued as sheets, magazines

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being non-existent. All sorts of liberties were taken with individuals and 
with the creatures created to represent the heads of Government. If 
one were to describe the entire field of caricature in European countries 
from the time of the French Revolution and the Napoleonic Wars up 
to the present, there would be presented a history of political battles and 
passions and a mirror of social customs. 

For the great majority of us, the most interesting part of caricature is 
undoubtedly the British school, which up to now I have merely men- 
tioned. With the advent of the Hanoverians, all restraint upon the 
caricature as a personal weapon was eliminated and just as the novelist 
Thackeray in the middle of the 19th century attacked with no gentle 
hand the Four Georges then long dead, so even in their lifetime these 
same monarchs were the recipients of attentions which were far from 
flattering. Nor did the ministers fare any better. Hogarth, whose period 
of activity was in the reign of the first two Georges, seldom indulged 
in personalities and it is difficult to identify any of his characters with 
actual people. Hogarth drew caricatures of well known characters and of 
British institutions, and for his subject he usually selected a human frail- 
ity. He was always a popular figure in the eyes of king and court. 

By the late 18th century, caricature had become a regular institution. 
It had an equal if not a better status than the lampoon and it was proba- 
bly far less provocative of violence than the latter. By the end of the 
18th century, caricature had been overdone, and at the expiration of the 
first part of the 19th century, it lost much of its delicacy, to sink into a 
slough of coarseness and vulgarity. There were two gifted exponents of 
the art during this period, Rowlandson and Gillray, but their reputation 
as artists has suffered severely from the atrocious and revolting quality 
of their subjects, and from their own interpretation of them. Only in 
recent years has Rowlandson been recognized as a great artist, and 
Gillray has not yet received that recognition. In this respect, we may 
say that most caricaturists of the British school, when they succeeded as 
caricaturists, lost a large part of their reputation as artists. This “is not 
quite true of Cruikshank, who came at a later period and who is so well 
known to the last few generations. Cruikshank produced an astounding 
volume of work, but he overdid himself in his efforts to produce a 
humorous and grotesque picture, evidently caring more for the effect 
than for the artistic excellence of the drawings. 

In France, the personal caricature appeared almost coincident with 
that in England, and while a great deal of liberty was accorded the 
personal caricature, its political counterpart, which had blossomed after 
the Revolution, was not allowed to circulate in France with anything 
like the freedom permitted in England. Most of the French caricaturists 
had a kindly eye for the street-walker and many of their works have 
something in common with those of Rowlandson’s. Modern caricature

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in France began shortly after the close of the Napoleonic wars. At this 
time Daumier was merciless in his personal caricatures of Louis Philippe. 
Besides Daumier and Philipon, Gaudissart, Forest, Jacque, and Traviés 
were well recognized. The last two were widely known in the field of 
medical caricature, as was Daumier himself. 

From France and England the art of caricature spread over the 
world. It reached the apogee in England and France, and in this country, 
in the latter part of the 19th century. Magazines such as Le Rire in 
France, Punch, still active in England after a century of existence, as 
well as the now extinct funny papers of former days, Life, Puck, and 
Judge in America are good examples of the vehicles which carried the 
caricature as a piéce de résistance. Perhaps the greatest influence that 
caricatures ever exerted in the United States was during the reign of 
Boss Tweed in New York. Most of us are familiar with the devastating 
work of Nast in exposing Tweed and his gang. In the present day, 
Berryman of the Washington Star is an excellent caricaturist. 

The basis of the early American cartoon was undoubtedly the work 
of Gillray in England. In the heat of political campaigns and during the 
Mexican war and the Civil War there was loosed a flood of caricatures 
in America. Nast, who died in 1902, will always remain the dominant 
figure in the history of American caricature, and his drawings have be- 
come symbolic. He was the inventor of the donkey, now the symbol of 
the Democratic Party, the Tammany Tigef, and many others. 

Interesting as the subject of political and social caricature is, we must 
now pass to the medical caricature. Medical caricatures can be classified 
or arranged according to schools, periods, artists, or subjects. Many 
writers have arranged caricatures by subjects which have been attractive 
to the artist. There are, for example, many drawings which can be classi- 
fied under The Dance of Death. This is a favorite subject and has ap- 
pealed to artists in every country. Some of the earliest work, even as 
early as the last 15th century, is thus classified. There have been many 
good examples of this produced in Germany. Again we have numerous 
caricatures in which animals are personified, and this was a favorite 
pastime of the French artist, Traviés; indeed, doctors and their patients 
have been personified as animals as far back as medieval times. The 
subject of vaccination gave rise to a large number of the caricatures in 
England and on the continent, notably those of Gillray. Pathology was 
a favorite subject of the caricatures, and fallacies of every kind were 
seized upon. Physiognomies were likened to lions, fish, sheep, and so 
on. The nose was the subject of many preposterous drawing. Gout, 
which has visited so many persons in earlier days, has many examples, 
and here in almost every instance, some sort of vicious devil was pictured 
gnawing at the great toe. There are a great many caricatures upon the 
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subject of cholera and the ridiculous precautions taken to avoid it. Like- 
wise, bodily functions, cramps, and abdominal disturbances are pictured. 
Rowlandson was especially adept at depicting human suffering, not all 
of it of a serious character. The pains and disturbances of labor and the 
shivering of the patients taken with ague all have had their turn. Ridicule 
was thrown upon the practice of surgery, and the surgeon is made out a

butcher. The sufferings of aching molars are depicted in a way to give 
us pause. All the cults, such as magnetism, Perkinism, phrenology, come 
in for their share of attention and few have escaped the barbed shafts of 
satire. The illustrations which are shown contain some of the best known 
examples; others are seen on the screen perhaps for the first time. Alto- 
gether these one hundred odd caricatures are probably an excellent 
cross-section of the art during the years when it was at its best.

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The Medical Books of William Worrall 
Mayo, Pioneer Surgeon of the American 
Northwest

HE HISTORIAN of the pioneer period of American medicine is 
"T [handicapped because of inadequate source materials. There are 

some facts available, to be sure, concerning the lives and achieve- 
ments of men of national reputation. But concerning the general prac- 
titioners there are few accounts. 

One of the means of arriving at an understanding of the status of 
medicine during this most interesting time is through the study of 
physicians’ private libraries. Not all physicians possessed libraries. Of 
those who had libraries many have left theirs to institutions, some have 
been sold at auction and many, with time, were otherwise dispersed. 
However, library records are available of some individuals and occa- 
sionally one is fortunate in coming across the original books. 

At Rochester we are fortunate to have preserved in The Mayo Clinic 
library some of the medical books of Dr. William Worrall Mayo, im- 
portant medical pioneer and, with his two sons, the founder of the large 
practice in Minnesota which became The Mayo Clinic. 

Out of the vast number of books published in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury the selective factor here becomes an important consideration. From 
the few books he chose from the large published group one is able to 
tell several things: What books of colleagues or contemporaries he read; 
what subjects interested him the most; when he turned to the writers of 
the Eighteenth Century or earlier; what ideas he derived from European 
physicians; what erroneous ideas found representation in his library and, 
in general, something about the status of medicine in America during 
this period. 

Dr. William Worrall Mayo (1819-1911) was himself a most capa- 
ble surgeon. He was born May 31, 1819 near Manchester, England. He 
attended Owens College (now the University of Manchester). There 
he studied under the famous physicist, John Dalton. He emigrated to 
New York in 1845 and, being possessed of a strong wanderlust left in 
two years for the northwestern part of the United States. He settled for 
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a short time in Lafayette, Indiana. Here he studied medicine under Dr. 
Eleazer Deming. Dr. Deming was professor of the institutes of medicine 
and pathology at the Indiana medical college and Dr. Mayo took some 
courses there. In 1849 he moved to St. Louis, Missouri, and by 1854 had 
completed the medical course at the University of Missouri and received 
his degree. 

In 1855 he moved to Minnesota. He stationed his family at St. Paul 
and accepted a position with the Northwest Exploring Company. After 
numerous activities he resumed the practice of medicine in 1858, this 
time at Le Sueur, Minnesota. 

In 1862 an uprising of the Sioux Indians, of the valley of the Min- 
nesota river, took place. Casualties on both sides were fairly heavy and 
the uprising bade fair to develop into a widespread war. Among the 
volunteers who helped to quell this uprising was Dr. Mayo. He ac- 
companied the relief force to New Ulm as surgeon. After the Indians 
were subdued he obtained the body of ‘‘Cut-Nose,” one of the guilty 
Indian leaders, who had been hanged by the United States Government 
for his part in the Sioux Massacre. He disarticulated the skeleton and 
later used it in teaching his two sons osteology. 

Dr. Mayo moved to Rochester in 1863. He rapidly became the 
leading physician and surgeon of the area. In this frontier community his 
practice consisted chiefly in treating the communicable diseases of child- 
hood, conditions incident to child bearing and accidents associated with 
frontier life. He also performed many operations. In 1871 he performed 
his first laparotomy for an ovarian tumor. The patient’s husband, a 
blacksmith, made some of the instruments with which the operation was 
accomplished. By 1900 he had removed thirty-six ovarian tumors. 

Dr. Mayo was one of the first physicians of the West to use the 
microscope in medical work. His interest in the microscope is reflected in 
his splendid medical library. 

In 1883 (July 21) occurred the disastrous Rochester tornado. This 
destroyed the lives of twenty-two persons and injured several others. 
Dr. Mayo was appointed by the city council to take charge of a hospital 
improvised for the injured. Assistance in nursing was rendered not only 
by townspeople but also by the Sisters of St. Francis in Rochester. After 
the temporary hospital had been closed, Mother Alfred, of the order 
of St. Francis, feeling that there should be a permanent hospital in 
Rochester, made arrangements for its erection providing that Dr. Mayo 
would take charge of it. This he agreed to do and St. Mary’s hospital was 
planned in 1885 and opened in 1889. The Mayo Clinic had its start with 
the erection of St. Mary’s hospital. Shortly after the opening of the 
hospital Dr. Mayo retired, being seventy years old, and the burden of 
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the work fell on his two sons who developed The Mayo Clinic. This 
forms another chapter in this history of medicine. 

The library of Dr. William Worrall Mayo formed the nucleus for the 
present Mayo Clinic collection. Although some of it was, with time, dis- 
persed, many books still remain which are useful even today. It has been 
a pleasant task to sort them out and to make comments concerning some 
of them. 

Dr. W. J. Mayo, in his charming essay, ‘“The atmosphere of books,” 
suggested that he and his brother owed some of their success to an early 
acquaintance with the books in their father’s library. Mrs. Mayo also 
spurred her sons to read not only medical and scientific books but also 
books on travel, history and literature: Dr. W. J. Mayo read at an early 
date Scott, Dickens, Shakespeare, Drake, Francis Bacon, Darwin and 
Haeckel. Important medical authors from his father’s library that he 
read while a student were John Mayow (1643-1679) the physiologist, 
and Sydenham (1624-1689) the great clinician. 

In the early Nineteenth Century there were few advantages for the 
education of the American doctor. Many new schools had sprung up, 
but they were, for the most part, set up by neighboring doctors and not 
through the facilities of a university. Many of the schools that did not 
establish themselves with a university failed to survive. The facilities in 
most schools were limited and many professors were poorly trained. It 
was the task of medical pioneers to bring about changes to approximate 
the high European standard. 

One of the ways to supplement the doctor’s education was through 
reading. Here he had an opportunity to share in the European knowledge 
and to keep abreast of the work of his American colleagues. 

Background books in Dr. Mayo’s library consisted of Herbert Spen- 
cet’s Principles of biology, C. Th. von Siebold and H. Stannius’s Com- 
parative anatomy and two chemistry books representative of his early 
love: H. M. Noad’s Chemical analysis and C. W. Eliot and F. H. Storer’s 
Qualitative chemical analysis. 

In the field of anatomy Dr. Mayo seems to have favored Alfred von 
Behr’s Handbook of human anatomy. Of use to him in microscopic 
anatomy were Eduard Rindfleisch’s Textbook of pathological histology, 
T. E. Satterthwaite’s Manual of histology, Sylvester Marsh's Section cut- 
ting, L. S. Beale’s How to work with the microscope and Carl Friedlaen- 
det’s The use of the microscope in clinical and pathological examinations. 
Dr. Friedlaender is remembered as one of the discoverers of lobar pneu- 
monia (1883). 

In the field of physiology Dr. Mayo studied W. B. Carpenter’s Prin- 
ciples of comparative physiology and Austin Flint’s The physiology of 
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man. Austin Flint, Jr., (1836-1915), important American physiologist, 
taught at some of the leading American medical schools and finally 
accepted a post at Bellevue Hospital Medical College (New York). Dr. 
Mayo probably had him for a teacher for he took post-graduate work 
there in 1871. Flint studied and first introduced bronchovesicular respira- 
tion and cavernous respiration into the medical terminology. 

The theories of Francois Broussais (1772-1838) find representation in 
this library in his book, History of chronic phlegmasiae or inflammations. 
Broussais stated that life depends on irritation and that disease depends 
on localized irritation of an organ. He thought gastro-enteritis the basis 
of all pathology. Max Neuberger has shown that the supposed gastric 
origin of most diseases had long before been advanced by Tissot, Grant, 
Finke and Stall. Broussais also believed that nature had no healing power 
and for this reason advised leeching and starving the patient. 

An interesting and reliable book on medical practice was J. H. 
Bennett's Clinical lectures on the principles and practice of medicine. 
Bennett, a prominent English practitioner, published independently and 
in the same year as Virchow the initial description of leukemia (1845). 

J. M. Da Costa’s Medical diagnosis was the standard textbook of its 
day. Da Costa was, according to Garrison, perhaps the ablest teacher of 
his time in the eastern part of the United States. His ideas on respira- 
tory percussion were adapted by Friedrich, his views on typhus by Jac- 
coud. He described irritable heart of soldiers (1862-1871) which was 
also noted by Alfred Stillé. 

Books in Dr. Mayo’s library on urinalysis were L. C. Beale’s On 
urine, urinary deposits and calculi and The manual of the chemical ex- 
amination of the urine in disease by Austin Flint, Jr. 

Of special significance was the inclusion of Sir James Paget's Lectures 
on surgical pathology. Paget's description of eczema of the nipple with 
subsequent mammary cancer illustrates the value of keen clinical ob- 
servation. Another book on pathology included in the collection was 
T. H. Green’s An introduction to pathology and morbid anatomy. This 
copy was used by Dr. C. H. Mayo while a student at Chicago Medical 
College. (Now Northwestern University medical school. ) 

An important book on venereal diseases that belonged to Dr. Mayo 
was Philippe Ricord’s A practical treatise on venereal diseases. Ricord 
(1799-1889) has been called the greatest authority on venereal disease 
after John Hunter. His treatise is memorable for overthrowing Hunter's 
erroneous ideas as to the identity of gonorrhea and syphilis. 

Dr. Mayo’s library reflected a keen interest in diseases of the nervous 
system. Included in his collection are W. A. Hammond's A treatise on 
the diseases of the nervous system, A. M. Hamilton’s Nervous diseases, 
Alexander Ecker’s Cerebral convolutions, Sir. Samuel Wilks’ Lectures on 
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diseases of the nervous system and Isaac Ray’s Treatise on the medical 
juris prudence of insanity. Of these, Isaac Ray (1807-1881) was a promi- 
nent American physician of the early period. His treatise on medical 
jurisprudence was the first published one and a very substantial and 
worth-while book. W. A. Hammond (1828-1900), at one time surgeon 
general in the United States Army, was elected professor of diseases of 
the mind at Bellevue Hospital Medical College (1867) and was one of 
the organizers of the American Neurological Institute (1875). Sir Sam- 
uel Wilks (1824-1911) was one of the first to study visceral syphilis 
(1857-1863) and left clear accounts of such rare conditions as osteitis 
deformans (1868), acromegaly (1869), alcoholic paraplegia (1868) 
and subcutaneous tuberculosis (1862). 

Morell Mackenzie’s Diseases of the pharynx, larynx, and trachea, in 
which he mentioned Physick’s guillotine for tonsillectomy, seems to 
have been a valuable book. 

In the field of pharmacy and materia medica the following were in- 
cluded: Campbell Morfit’s Chemical and pharmaceutic manipulations, 
J. A. Paris’ Pharmacologia, being an extended inquiry into the operations 
of medicinal bodies, upon which are founded the theory and art of pre- 
scribing, C. D. Phillips’ Materia medica and therapeutics, Peter Squire’s 
The pharmacopoeias of seventeen of the London hospitals and G. B. 
Wood's The dispensatory of the United States of America. 

It is of special interest to note the books on surgery. John Ashhurst 
(1837-1900), one of the most learned of American surgeons, is repre- 
sented as editor of the International encyclopedia of surgery. This was 
a most useful set of books in its day. Nicholas Senn (1844-1909), fa- 
mous Chicago surgeon, made valuable experimental contributions to the 
study of air embolism (1885), surgery of the pancreas (1886), gun- 
shot wounds and intestinal anastomosis. His interesting book, Experz- 
mental surgery, still finds use by the readers of The Mayo Clinic library. 
Sir William MacCormac’s address, Antiseptic surgery ... with the sub- 
sequent debates, shows the confusion and chaos that still existed fifteen 
years after Lister's epoch making discovery. One of the American sur- 
geons who helped to clarify the listerian principle was A. G. Gerster 
(1848-1923). His book, The rules of aseptic and antiseptic surgery, was 
a most comprehensive and practical presentation of the subject. It was 
especially welcome now that the scope of surgery had become consider- 
ably enlarged and there were needs for practical considerations. Other 
books in the library on surgery were: T. Holmes’ System of surgery, 
A. L. Ranney’s Practical treatise on surgical diagnosis, J. A. Wyeth’s 
Textbook of surgery and Alfred Poulet’s Treatise on foreign bodies in 
surgical practice. 

Operative gynecology had not come into its field until the Nineteenth 
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Century. It was largely owing to the efforts of the pioneer American sur- 
geons, Ephraim McDowell (1771-1830) and James Marion Sims 
(1813-1883) whose success in this field encouraged others to adopt it as 
a specialty. I have noted elsewhere Dr. Mayo’s interest in this subject. 
Contemporary gynecologists were represented in his library. W. H. By- 
ford (1817-1900) wrote The practice of medicine and surgery, applied 
to the diseases and accidents incident to women. Dr. Byford, one of the 
most prominent gynecologists of his time, was a great believer in medical 
education for women. He was one of the founders of the school that 
later became Northwestern University’s Women’s Medical School. In 
1902 it closed. Robert Lawson Tait (1845-1899) was a British gynecolo- 
gist who had a very successful practice. Strange to believe, he was an 
opponent of Lord Lister. He did not believe in the relationship between 
bacteria and disease. But he adapted simple cleanliness and used hot 
water to flush out the abdomen after operation. Tait’s Diseases of women 
was a valuable book. 

H. L. Hodge (1796-1872), prominent obstetrician of Philadelphia, 
wrote On diseases peculiar to women including displacements of the 
uterus. He opposed Holmes’ and Semmelweis’ idea of the contagiousness 
of puerperal fever. 

The pioneer of pediatrics in America was J. Lewis Smith (1827- 
1897). His book, A treatise on the diseases of infancy and childhood, 
was based on his own clinical and pathologic findings. 

Dermatologic works in Dr. Mayo’s library included: J. M. Neligan’s 
A practical treatise on diseases of the skin, Léon Testut’s De la symétrie 
dans les affections de la peau and Robert Liveing’s Notes on the treat- 
ment of skin diseases. 

Other works in the library, on miscellaneous subjects of medicine, 
included: A. Salomon’s Handbook of the diseases of the eye, Urban 
Pritchard’s Handbook of the diseases of the ear, C. B. Fox’s Sanitary 
examinations of water, air and food, a handbook for the medical officer 
of health, A. 8. Taylor’s Medical jurisprudence, Michael Ryan’s Manual 
of medical jurisprudence and T. G. Wormley’s Micro-chemistry of 
poisons.

The Medical Books of William Worrall Mayo, Pioneer 
Surgeon of the American Northwest* 


R. KEYS’ illuminating description of our father’s medical library 
M has been of great interest to my brother and me. 

I hope that the young men here tonight who are raising 
families will give their children, whether they are going to take up medi- 
cine or not, the type of home training that my brother and I received 
when we were young. Perhaps this bit of advice on the bringing up of 
families is induced because as I travel through St. Mary’s Hospital I often 
look in on the obstetrical department and so frequently see newly arrived 
members of the families of fellowship men. 

As Mr. Keys has said, I believe that the atmosphere of books is one 
of the most important formative factors in the development of young 
minds. The family library in our home was the living-room; there were 
books from the floor to the ceiling, and our mother and father gave 
us books to read which were appropriate to our age. I well remember 
Dickens’ works. Many of them were written during the time of social 
upheaval in England caused by the wretched condition of the poor, which 
Dickens through his books did much to alleviate. One is reminded by 
them of the social changes that are taking place in our own country today. 
I have forgotten much of historical knowledge that I learned in school, 
but I never can forget what I learned from those fascinating books of 
Scott of the history of European countries, especially of England and 
Scotland through the Renaissance and well up into the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury. How much better it is to have the walls covered with books with 
which we are establishing friendly relations, than with pictures of pass- 
ing interest which we have happened to obtain. Eventually pictures may 
lose their interest, whereas books never lose their fascination. ~ 

Our mother was much interested in astronomy and had a three-foot 
telescope on a tripod. Under her instruction we used this telescope with 
much enthusiasm. I cannot say that today I recognize much more than 
the Milky Way and the North Star, if I can first locate the Big Dipper, 
but at least that early teaching has given the skies a friendly look, like

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the face of an old acquaintance. Mother was a good botanist also and 
the information about plants which she imparted to us has added to the 
pleasure of living. 

My brother and I were brought up in medicine as farm boys are 
brought up on the farm. As fast as we were old enough, we were given 
tasks that had to do with medicine. We were helpful in taking care of 
the office, in learning to drive the horses on Father’s professional rounds, 
and aiding as much as we could in all sorts of medical emergencies. It 
never occurred to us that we could be anything but doctors. 

Father was very much interested in the microscope. In 1871 he went 
to the Bellevue Hospital Medical College, New York, for an ad eundem 
degree and was gone for some months. When he returned home, on a 
train arriving about nine o'clock in the morning, my sister, brother and 
I went to the station to meet him with the horse and the old two-seated 
buggy. I was ten years old, Charlie was six, but we had done a careful 
job between us cleaning up his office to make a good impression when 
he returned, and we, therefore, were very much pleased when he said 
he would like to stop at the office before going home for breakfast. He 
picked up from his office table the little old microscope about a foot 
high and took it with him to the house. When we sat down for break- 
fast, he had a present: for each of us. And then he placed the small 
microscope on the table and pulled out of his pocket an illustrated cir- 
cular describing a new microscope which had just come in, which did 
wonderful things, but it would cost $600, and he had no money left 
after the trip east. He said that the only way he could get it was to put 
a mortgage on the home, which stood where the Clinic now stands. This 
was the first time I had ever heard the word ‘“‘mortgage” to understand 
what it meant. Mother had Scotch prudence. They had had a hard time 
to get the home paid for. After considerable thought and consultation, 
she finally said, ‘Well, if you could do better by the people with this 
new microscope, we should buy it.’”’ The circumstances under which the 
new microscope was bought perhaps gave Charlie and me an especially 
keen interest in microscopy. 

Father often made post-mortem examinations, and even when we 
were little boys, Charlie and I attended these necropsies. One of them, 
when I was about sixteen years old, I shall never forget. There used to 
be an old hotel, long since burned down, called the Bradley House, across 
the river on what is now Fourth Street. An old man, who lived in the 
house as caretaker died there. Father and I went over about nine o'clock 
on a stormy night in early November to do a post-mortem. Just as we 
left home, Father received an urgent call, and when he had finished the 
examination about ten o'clock, he left me alone in the hotel to close the 
abdomen, which had been the point of the examination, and to bring the 
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pathologic specimens to the office. I can feel yet the weird atmosphere 
of that squeaky old house, with its long shadowy corridors, and I remem- 
ber the struggle I had to complete the job and force myself to walk 
slowly to the front door. The creaking of the old hotel signboard swing- 
ing above the entrance as I stepped out was the last straw, and I made 
good speed down the street. 

Even at that time I helped Father with his surgical operations, acting 
as first assistant, and Charlie, at the ripe age of twelve, was forced into 
giving the anesthetic, the old ACE mixture, alcohol one part, chloroform 
two parts, and ether three parts. He was initiated at an operation for the 
removal of a large ovarian tumor. Father was one of the first surgeons 
in America to undertake these operations. The operation in question was 
done in a private home, an old house with a stone barn about two miles 
southeast of Rochester on what is now Highway 52. In the midst of the 
operation, the doctor who was giving the anesthetic fainted. Charlie 
climbed up onto a cracker box and gave the anesthetic, and he did so 
well that from that time on he was the family anesthetist. 

When we were in the grammar schools and the high school, Father 
gave us treatises on the sciences to read at home: Charles Darwin, 
Thomas Henry Huxley, Ernst Heinrich Haeckel and Sir James Paget, 
which were intensely interesting to us. For two-summer vacations from 
school we each worked in a drug store, paying especial attention to the 
prescription department and studying the pharmacopoeia as to the action 
of drugs. Young as we were, Father took us with him to meetings of 
local and state medical societies, and even at that early age we learned 
the value of medical conferences as they took place at these meetings. 
Above all things, we were taught never to demean ourselves by deroga- 
tory remarks about other practitioners of medicine; the man who speaks 
ill of you has an audience only as long as you help make the controversy. 
Commercialism in medicine never leads to true satisfaction, and to main- 
tain our self-respect is more precious than gold. Unfair competition in 
practice may win a patient, but not the respect of the medical profession, 
co-operation between physicians, confidence of the patient and peace of 
mind of the physician. I will say this for the medical profession, that in 
the long run they are just. A man who in the face of difficulties main- 
tains his integrity and upholds and exemplifies the ethics of the profes- 
sion will possess the respect of his colleagues and find it a valuable asset. 

When my brother and I started our medical studies from the begin- 
ning we were taught clinical medicine, the methods of making examina- 
tions of patients which took in not only their physical diseases and 
complaints but their mental reactions as related to their emotions as well 
as to their intellect. 

Recently, in reading a clinical history I noted that the patient was of 
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a family recorded in the Clinic case files for four generations. Father’s 
case records were models of brevity, concise family histories of positive 
rather than negative data. The negatives were introduced only when 
they had become positive in the sense that their very absence might intro- 
duce a doubt as to the pathologic condition present. 

Sometimes I wonder whether today we take sufficient care to make a 
thorough physical examination before our patient starts off on the round 
of the laboratories, which have become so necessary that oftentimes we 
do not fully appreciate the value of our five senses in estimating the 
condition of the patient. 

For a few minutes I want to tell you how we were taught physical 
diagnosis. First, we were devoted to Gray’s Amnatomy.and Holden's 
Landmarks, which gave anatomic significance to physical examination. 
It may be of interest to know that the examining tables throughout the 
Clinic are of the general type designed and used by our father. His old 
table had a detachable board, kept under the mattress, that fitted on the 
foot of the table when needed to make a long flat surface. 

The patient, with the shirt removed, and covered with a clean cotton- 
flannel cape, was put on the table. Necessary family data had been taken 
and the history of the patient’s complaint considered; then came the 
preliminary general physical examination, beginning with the head and 
scalp. The eyes were inspected; next, with a pencil each eye was focused 
separately to see whether there was any change in vision. The nose, the 
mouth, the teeth and neck were examined carefully. The chest, lungs 
and heart were gone over with a stethoscope, in the early days with the 
old wooden instrument and later with the other better types as they 
came into use. And then, as the patient sat on the table, he was required 
to lean forward, backward and sidewise, to determine whether the ver- 
tebrae functioned properly. It was astonishing how often fixation of 
some of the vertebrae was found unexpectedly. Next, the patient was 
laid on his back with knees drawn up and the abdomen and the pelvic 
organs were gone over carefully. The reflexes of the lower extremities 
were tested, and if doubt remained, the patient got down and walked 
around the room, bending forward and backward, to make sure that 
nothing was missed. 

All this procedure did not take much time, abuut twenty minutes on 
the average for the history and the general physical examinations. Then 
was made the special examination as to the immediate complaint for 
which the patient came. If the disorder was in a dual organ, for instance, 
the breast, the sound organ was examined first in order to get the normal 
contour for comparison with the organ which was at fault. The urine 
was examined for specific gravity, albumin, casts, sugar and blood. 

Let us remember that this was the routine examination made in the 
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seventies, before the acceptance of the germ theory of disease, which 
came in later while my brother and I were being educated in medical 
school. There is absorbing interest in tracing diagnostic problems clin- 
ically for oneself rather than depending so much on the machine-made 
diagnosis of the laboratories that does not take into account the mental 
and social condition of the patient, as well as the physical. 

Conan Doyle was a physician, educated in medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh. Among his professors was Dr. Joseph Bell, a dis- 
tinguished surgeon and an extraordinarily keen diagnostician, and it was 
Bell’s sleuthlike habits of mind, like those of the G-man in hunting 
criminals, that gave Doyle the idea of Sherlock Holmes and the mystery 
stories which were the beginning of the constant stream of detective tales 
which we have today. 

I believe that any of you will go carefully over cases, as I have no 
doubt you all are taught to do, and will take interest, as I hope you all 
do, in tracing the disease condition of the patient, will get a wonderful 
satisfaction out of it as you discover some matter of importance that had 
not been suspected. To trace the condition of which the patient complains 
and which from the history one might think was a fantasy of the mind, 
and find that behind it there is an actual physical condition, will give a 
feeling of achievement that is not exceeded by any other feat of medical 
practice. 

Our old friend, the late Dr. A. J. Ochsner, of Chicago, distinguished 
for his clarity of thought and sound appreciation of values, used to say 
that if a general practitioner knew three things about a disease condition 
that were really true and important, he probably would be a good diag- 
nostician; he might still be good if he knew five things and was an excep- 
tional man, but if he knew too many things, he was likely to become lost 
in the fog of the minutiae. 

And the specialist, as most of you gentlemen will become, must real- 
ize that it is a good thing for him to know something about many things. 
If he can know much about his particular subject, and in addition be 
sufficiently well versed in general knowledge, he will not find himself 
embarrassed as many are today by seeing the patient only through the 
eyes of his specialty and missing something of vital importance to the 
patient. It is specialists of this superior type that we hope you fellowship 
men will become. 

I give these reminiscences not only because they tell something of 
the early conditions in medicine on the Middle Western frontier, but 
also because they may show perhaps that it is well to take an active part 
in training your children, with thought for their future interests in life, 
rather than leave their entire education to the schools.

tin’ with its supplement, The Hos pital Corps Quarterly,® and the publica- 
tion which it is desired to describe in some detail, the Army Medical Bul- 
letin,’ with its two supplements, the Army Dental Bulletin® and the 
Army Veterinary Bulletin.® 
Although there are many and continuous demands from high quar- 
ters that the paper and ink consumed in certain classes of Government 
publications be forthwith put to better use in other fields, the corrective 
hands of the Congress and its Joint Committee on Printing have been 
stayed with respect to these journals which seek to bring specialized 
medical information to the various Government services and, in the case 
of the United States Public Health Service, to the general public. 
The recognized need for a publication to bring certain professional, 
historical, and medico-military material to the attention of Army medical 
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personnel has been hampered by the fact that a journal may continue 
without subscribers but it cannot exist without contributors. This accounts 
in large measure for the evolutionary development of the Army Medical 
Bulletin. 

During the period of World War I, as most medical librarians are 
aware, there were three periodicals, issued from the Office of The Sur- 
geon General, which may be considered as professional forebears of the 
present Army Medical Bulletin. They were the Review of War Medicine 
and Surgery,’° the Survey of Head Surgery, and the mimeographed 
Reconstruction and re-education of the disabled soldier.’ 

On December 1, 1919, there was initiated in the Office of The Sur- 
geon General of the Army a mimeographed bulletin designated as The 
Medico-Military Review. This Review was issued at semimonthly inter- 
vals and the purposes for which it came into being were those outlined 
in the following “Foreword” which appeared in the first issue (Volume 
1, No. 1), December 1, 1919: 


Purpose of the Review.—lt is intended that this Review shall serve as a 
medium through which news items of current interest, especially those of a 
medico-military nature, and information bearing upon the problems of disease 
control, can be brought together and placed in the hands of officers of the 
Medical Department. Abstracts of important articles appearing in medical 
journals and notes on investigations being carried on in the Army will be 
given from time to time. : 


The cooperation of all officers in the Medical Department is desired in 
order that the Review may be a success. Suggestions and criticisms are wel- 
comed. If anything occurs at your station that may appear to be of general 
interest to the Medical Department, make a note of it and send it in. Make 
the Review a clearing house that we may disseminate this knowledge and put 
it into general use. 


This publication ran to Vol. V, No. 12, December 15, 1921. In the 
early months of its publication, distribution was limited to the mailing 
of a few copies to each station with request for their circulation to all 
Medical Department commissioned personnel on duty at the station. On 
November 15, 1920 (Vol. 3, No. 10), after demobilization had been 
completed, it was possible to increase the circulation and furnish each 
issue to all Regular officers of the Medical Department.** At a still later 
date, March 1, 1921, at the request of the (then) Militia Bureau, the

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mailing list was further increased by the inclusion of all medical officers 
of the National Guard. A limited number of Medical Reserve Corps offi- 
cers also were furnished copies. 

With the completion of the organization and development of the 
Medical Field Service School at Carlisle Barracks, Pennsylvania, it be-. 
came possible to arrange for the publication and distribution of bulletins 
and other pamphlets on training and general educational subjects from 
that school. The publication of the Medico-Military Review from the 
Office of The Surgeon General of the Army then ceased with the issue 
of December 15, 1921 (Volume V, No. 12). 

Beginning in 1922, then, material similar in character to that pre- 
viously published in The Medico-Military Review was issued as The 
Army Medical Bulletin, Medico-Military Review Section, edited under 
the direction of the Commandant, Medical Field Service School, and 
printed at the Army printing plant at Carlisle Barracks, Pennsylvania. 
Its purpose was stated to be: 


For the general dissemination of information relating to administrative re- 
ports, statistics of disease, Medical Department training projects, and other 
matters of a medico-military nature to members of the Medical Department 
of the Army of the United States—Regular Army, National Guard, and 
Organized Reserves. 


The Bulletin was not published periodically, but from time to time, as 
suitable material relating to matters of current interest to members of 
the Medical Department was collected. Most of the early issues of the 
Bulletin had white paper covers, the exceptions being some of the special 
issues on a single subject, bound in brown cardboard. No. 23, of book 
length, is suitably bound in buckram. 

In 1924, the character of the Bulletin was changed and for the next 
six years it was utilized mainly for the publication of text material to be 
used for training purposes until training regulations could be prepared 
and published. At the time this project was undertaken, these bulletins 
were the only sources of authoritative information with respect to the 
teaching principles evolved at the Medical Field Service School. The 
subtitle Medico-Military Review Section was dropped in 1924. 

Following a conference held in the Office of The Surgeon General 
on December 4, 1929, publication of bulletins dealing with subjects of 
current value was resumed with the January 1930 issue, since many of 
the training regulations for Medical Department units had been issued 
and the need for text bulletins had decreased. The policy of publishing 
information on training, administration, and current events in the field 
of medical service was re-established, although the period of publication 
still was left indefinite and depending upon the availability of suitable 
material. Competition with The Military Surgeon was specifically 
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avoided. A departure, however, was the setting up of an editorial board. 
The following extract is from the prefacing article in Vol. 1, No. 1, 
January 1930: . 


It is appreciated that the sphere of the Bulletin should not encroach on 
that of The Military Surgeon, the purpose of which, as defined by the Editor, 
is as follows: 

To keep alive and up-to-date a knowledge of military medicine, 
and as far as possible to make it accessible to the members of the medical 
profession of the United States. 

To be the organ of liaison between the Regular Medical Corps of the 
Army and the other medical branches of the Army, viz: the Medical 
Reserve Corps and the medical service of the National Guard. 

To be the organ of liaison between the several Medical Departments 
of the Government so as to promote their harmonious activity and 
mutual understanding in time of peace, and their coordination in time 
of war. 

To promote the training activities of the Reserve and the National 
Guard. The War Department has already in a circular letter referred to 
its value in this respect. 

Arrangements will be made to publish in the Bulletin and The Military 
Surgeon synchronously as a whole or in abstract any article which, while es- 
pecially applicable to the Medical Department, Regular Army, may also be 
of interest to the National Guard and Reserves. 

Army Medical Bulletins will not be published periodically but occasionally, 
as suitable material is available. 

An editorial board of three officers has been appointed from among the 
officers stationed at the Medical Field Service School. This board will func- 
tion under the direction of the Commandant of the School. By direction of 
The Surgeon General an assistant editor is to be designated for each corps 
area and department and for each general hospital, who is also being re- 
quested to act as assistant to the Editor of The Military Surgeon. Manuscripts 
for the Bulletin will be forwarded to The Surgeon General’s Office where the 
“Board for the Review of Manuscripts for Publication” in that office will 
decide as to their suitability for publication and will allot them to the 
Bulletin or the Journal in conformity with their character and the wishes of the 
authors. When submitting an article, the author should state whether he de- 
sires his article to be published in the Bulletin, the Journal, or elsewhere.

The editorial board members, as is customary in the military service, 
were subject to change of station, and it is apparent that suitable con- 
tributions were not brought to light, for although some excellent mate- 
rial was presented in the next few years, but one issue of the Bulletin 
was gotten out in the two year period 1932-34. It was the opinion of 
the then executive officer for The Surgeon General, Colonel Robert C. 
McDonald, M.C., that the Army Medical Bulletin should be ‘‘revived”’ 
and established on a firmer footing as a quarterly publication, with each 
succeeding executive officer of The Surgeon General as editor and a 
civilian employee of the office designated as a permanent associate editor. 
This was tantamount to establishing a new publication, to be edited in 
the office of The Surgeon General and printed and issued at Carlisle Bar- 
racks, Pennsylvania. Because of the waywardness of numbering and not 
numbering previous Bulletin issues, a new numbered series was not ini- 
tiated to further aggravate future librarians. The name remained the 
same—The Army Medical Bulletin; and the first issue (October 1934) 
of the new quarterly series became No. 29. Again, a foreword explained 
the scope of the quarterly bulletin. Repeated with slight modifications 
in each succeeding issue, it read: 


The Army Medical Bulletin will be published quarterly, beginning with 
this issue, for the purpose of disseminating information of general interest 
and administrative value to Medical Department personnel of the Regular 
Army. Much information of this nature originates in The Surgeon General's 
Office or comes to the attention of The Surgeon General directly from Medical 
Corps officers, or reaches the office in the form of reports and communications 
from or through corps area and department surgeons and commanding ofh- 
cers of independent Medical Department establishments. 

While regular issues of the Bulletin will be compiled mainly from in- 
formation available in The Surgeon General’s Office, all Medical Department 
officers and agencies are invited to submit special items of general interest. 
Such items should reach the Executive Officer, Surgeon General’s Office, not 
later than the first of the month in which the Bz/letin is to be published. 

The Army Medical Bulletin will not contain directives and will not re- 
place instructions issued to the Medical Department through circular letters 
of The Surgeon General’s Office or otherwise. 
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Requisitions for equipment and supplies will not be submitted on the 
basis of information contained in the Bulletin. 


Thus the distribution of the Bulletin was restricted to Medical Depart- 
ment personnel of the Regular Army. 

There were but 41 pages of the first brown covered issue of the new 
quarterly series, and steps were taken to improve the appearance and 
contents of the Bulletin to make it a thing of value, if not of joy forever. 
The first signed articles appeared in the April 1935 issue, and the format 
of the journal has been gradually altered in an effort to present a modern 
vehicle for the material presented. With the July 1935 issue, the Bul- 
letin shed its brown cover in favor of maroon, the Medical Department 
color. The October 1936 issue introduced a colophon, The Staff of the 
Army Medical Bulletin. By January 1942 difficulties in procuring paper 
made necessary the change to a gray cover, though retaining the maroon 
binding. At the same time the official distribution was increased to pro- 
vide copies for the great number of Reserve medical officers called to 
active duty with the Army of the United States. The inclusion of medical 
reports, statistics, investigations, and medical papers by outstanding men 
in and out of the military service; topics of current interest, brief biog- 
raphies of some fifty or more medical officers, abstracts and reviews; 
and reproduction of certain papers from other journals, as well as a few 
of The Surgeon General's office circular letters of professional value, 
desirable for ready reference use, has met with favorable response. An 
ever-increasing number of inquiries have come from civilian libraries, 
medical institutions, and individuals throughout the country and from 
abroad. 

The Army Medical Bulletin has passed through the fires of several 
editors, editorial policies, and physical forms. Because the identification 
of the various issues has been a problem, there is appended a check list 
from January 1922 to May 1943, with condensed subject references to 
the contents of each issue. These latter are by no means complete tables 
of contents. They are inserted only to portray the character of this peri- 
odical and to identify some of the articles, other than sketches and 
biographies of medical officers, which are of current or historical inter- 
est. Only those issues preceded by an asterisk are still available for pur- 
chase at the Book Shop, Medical Field Service School, Carlisle Barracks, 
Pennsylvania, at the prices quoted. An exception is No. 23, which is now 
published commercially. 

Other previous issues, or extracts therefrom, are obtainable now only 
on loan or through the courtesy of the Photoduplication Service of the 
Army Medical Library, 7th Street and Independence Avenue, SW., 
Washington, D.C.—Colonel Harold W. Jones, U. S. Army, Retired, 
The Librarian. 
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There is no free distribution list to the general public. Orders for fu- 
ture issues may be sent direct to the Officer in Charge, Book Shop, Medi- 
cal Field Service School, Carlisle Barracks, Pennsylvania.

A NEW MICROFILM VIEWER FOR THE ARMED FORCES 


OR A NUMBER of years, those who have looked upon the microfilm as of 

growing importance and a most vital factor in many fields connected with 

the war, have been forced to acknowledge that the great stumbling block 
to the advancement of microfilming has been the lack of a simple reading de- 
vice. The methods used in reading microfilms varied from the emergency use of 
a microscope, the employment of a small hand reader whose imperfections 
tried even the most patient, or of a reader which could be used sitting down 
but required the operator to stand up to adjust the film, the tinkering with 
various and sundry machines on the market which scratched films and were 
difficult to focus, up to the use of really perfected devices costing hundreds 
of dollars but which are now practically unobtainable. Everywhere, microfilms 
were accepted enthusiastically but always with the reservation that they could 
not be used to advantage on account of difficulties in reading them. 

When microfilms were proposed in place of book loans, many people 
sought to compromise and requested or demanded the expensive photoprints 
or photostats, because, as they said, no good reading device was available. 
Almost everyone who talked about the matter at all said that if a viewer which 
any inexperienced amateur could use, came upon the market at a moderate 
price, there would be no hesitancy in buying it. For this reason, for more than 
a year, those interested in microfilming at the Army Medical Library have 
been endeavoring to persuade manufacturers to produce an inexpensive and 
practical hand viewer, and especially, one independent of the electric current. 
This last desideratum was the more important for the reason that films have 
been offered in great quantity to the Armed Services for use abroad on the 
condition that a viewer is or will be available. The difficulties of obtaining a 
suitable viewer for overseas use were so great that few organizations have been 
able to avail themselves of the offer. 

Now, at long last, two inexpensive viewers or reading devices are practically 
ready for production. One is a hand reader, somewhat similar to an opera 
glass, which can be carried in the pocket and which magnifies the film about 
six times. It can be used best with film strips which are from three feet or less, 
to six feet in length. It can be used in daylight or if used at night, with a 
fairly strong electric light. The film is pulled along a track using the hand, 
and it is as easy to read as a book when one becomes used to it. It has two 
eyepieces, one for ordinary use, and one where the print is vety small. With 
normal or nearly normal eyesight or where the individual has only presbyopia, 
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it can be used without glasses, by far the easiest method. If glasses must be 
worn, it can still be used without serious difficulty. This viewer will be pro- 
duced, if enough interest in it is taken, at about $3.65 for the reader with one 
eyepiece, and a dollar more if both eyepieces are required. Thus far, several 
departments of the Government have placed tentative orders which now amount 
to between 750 and 1,000, and it is believed that these tentative orders, or a 
slight increase in them, will persuade the manufacturers to produce approxi- 
mately 2,000 viewers. It is to be hoped that the Army medical authorities will 
see fit to approve such a device and that later it can be produced in consider- 
able quantity, which will naturally result in lowering the price. 

Two other viewers are also proposed. These are somewhat more com- 

plicated, since they are adapted for use at night or under ccnditions where a 
naked light cannot be shown. They will contain two small dry cells for 
illumination, the magnification being six and nine. These will be somewhat 
more expensive, but will sell for less than ten dollars. Models for the second 
type of reader have been produced and will be available shortly for demon- 
stration. Other branches of the Armed Forces are interested especially in this 
type. 
- It is greatly to be hoped that these viewers will be the answer to the diffi- 
culties which have existed heretofore. While the Army Medical Library is not 
producing any type of viewer, it will gladly forward to the manufacturers, 
inquiries or tentative orders on the part of individuals, libraries, or other 
institutions.

T* BRITISH LIBRARIES maintain contact with our Association as will 


. . . We are becoming more and more isolated, and every journal we can obtain 
from America is trebled in value. Unfortunately, several of your state medical 
journals are closing down on us until after the war, and those that do come across 
are badly censored, so that even your own medical men over here, who, I am glad to 
say, are making use of this library, are just as debarred as we are from learning what 
is going on in medicine in the U.S.A. This is not a complaint, by any means. I quite 
appreciate the position, but if you could do anything to help in persuading these state 
medical journals to send their journals, even when the risk is great, it would be a 
gesture much appreciated by all leading medical men. . . .

TO MRS. COOKSLEY, the librarian of the Orpington War Hospital, Kent, 
England, writes in November 1942: , 


The Wills Librarian wrote to you last year, thinking you for the offer of the 
Medical Libraries of America to help with books and journals lost in various ways 
as the result of the war, and I understand he has communicated with you from time 
to time, letting you have lists of periodicals that were missing and has asked you 
to keep these for transfer to the Wills Library after the war. 

With the hospital scattered in various places, formal meetings of the Library 
Committee have not been as frequent as in peacetime, but at their last meeting the 
Library Committee had this correspondence before them and instructed me to write 
and express our very warm thanks for the great help that has been offered in this 
direction. 

Compared with the total number of journals received, the losses have not been 
very great and we realize that there may be increasing difficulty in replacing some of 
these and therefore wish to take no risk about a second loss of the same number, and 
would rather that anything you are able to collect for us of these missing volumes was 
kept in America until after the war. 

You will be glad to know that considering the area in which Guy’s is placed 
and the dangers there have been, the Library has been extremely fortunate in escaping 
any direct damage, and many of our more valuable and older books and sets of journals 
have been moved to safer storage.

ALSO TO MRS. COOKSLEY, the librarian of Kings College Library, New- 
castle-on-Tyne wrote in November 1942, concerning gaps of long standing in 
their American periodicals. A portion of the letter is quoted here, as of 
interest to our members: 
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One further matter 1 should like to mention. The September 1942 number of 
the American Journal of Medical Sciences arrived here with an article deleted by 
the censor. This presumably applies to all copies imported into this country, and 
while evidently no replacement of this imperfect part is possible during the war, 
perfect copies will be wanted after the war and will be most valuable. I hope they 
may be collected and treasured by your Association until the happy time when they 


can be shipped to this country.

ACCORDING to the 1941 statistics of the National Book Institute of Brazil 
there are 895 libraries in that country with a total of 4,375,262 volumes. The 
richest in libraries is the State of Sao Paulo, which has 207 libraries with 
661,043 volumes. The richest in books is the Federal District and the City 
of Rio de Janeiro, with only 176 libraries but with 2,259,498 volumes. In 
Minas Gerais, there are 135 libraries with 225,498 volumes, while the State 
of Rio Grande do Sul has 68 libraries with 291,599 volumes. Other States 
show fewer libraries and books:

Obituaries 


DR. ALBERT ALLEMANN 


R. ALBERT ALLEMANN, a former assistant librarian of the Army 
Medical Library, died December 10, 1942, at his home in Ta- 
koma Park, Maryland, after a short illness. Dr. Allemann was 

born in Switzerland in 1859 and was educated in Europe, graduating 
from George Washington University Medical School. For fifteen years 
he taught ancient and modern languages in the high schools of the West 
before making his home in Washington. He became associated with the 
Army Medical Library as a translator of Romance languages, later be- 
coming principal assistant librarian and editor of the Index-Catalogue. 
Dr. Allemann was also the assistant editor of the Index Medicus. He te- 
tired from the Library in 1932. He is survived by his widow, one son, 
and two daughters. 

At the time of the 100th Anniversary Celebration of the Library in 
1936, Dr. Allemann was expected to be present as one of the survivors 
of the old régime, but ill health prevented his appearance. He kindly 
consented, however, to prepare a paper for inclusion for the report of 
the ceremony which appeared under the title of Dr. Billings and His 
Work, and this was perhaps the last article from the pen of one of 
Dr. Billings’ intimate associates. 


RS. HELEN D. TOWNSEND, a professional member associated with 
M the Los Angeles County Medical Association Library, died at 
her home 634 South Westlake Avenue, Los Angeles, California, 

in November 1942. 


R. H. J. ELLIOTT, a supporting member of the Association, died 
in December 1942 at his home, 11 Spadina Road, Toronto, Can- 
ada. 


R. GEORGE BURT LAKE, medical editor, author, and psychiatrist, 
of Waukegan, Illinois, died March 2, 1943, at the age of sixty- 
three. Dr. Lake was a former officer of the Medical Corps of the 

Army and served in the Philippines, in Mexico, and in the World War. 
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He was a member of numerous scientific and educational bodies and 
took an active part in many medical activities. He was especially inter- 
ested in medical history and issued several books of verse, besides several 
articles in various magazines. He was the editor of Clinical Medicine. 
Dr. Lake had a legion of friends in military and civil life and his fine 
sunny disposition endeared him to everyone. In addition to that, he was 
a picturesque character and never failed to see the funny side of an inci- 
dent. Dr. Lake’s work as editor and publisher of Clinical Medicine will 
be carried on by his son.

John Coakley Lettsom’s Pocketbook 


One hundred dollar bills and five pound notes have been found tucked away 
in Bibles to the disservice of irreligious heirs of the testators, who discovered them 
too late or not at all, This relic did not reveal any hidden wealth, but it does tell 
the story of Lettsom’s billfold. The wallet is in a fine state of preservation after the 
lapse of one hundred and seventy-six years, but bears no date nor any marking 
save “JOHN COAKLEY LETSOM: TORTOLA” stamped in bold gold lettering 





under the flap. It actually dates from about 1767. How do we know this to be the 
pocketbook which fattened on the precious £2,000 earned by Lettsom’s hard work 
at Tortola, the money that enabled him to go to London and Fothergill? A glance 
at his biography will tell us. 

Lettsom, or Letsom according to the wallet, was born in 1744 in the Virgin Islands 
of English parentage. At six he was sent to England to be educated, being apprenticed 
at thirteen to a surgeon and apothecary in Yorkshire. After five years he met John 
Fothergill, the physician, and became a pupil at St. Thomas’ Hospital. He returned 
to the West Indies in 1767 to begin practice in Tortola. In six months he had 
amassed the astonishing sum of £2,000 and no doubt carried most of it at one time 
or another in this very pocketbook, In 1768 he returned to London, and by 1771 he 
was married and famous, an F.R.S., with an annual income of thousands of pounds. 
For nineteen years he never took a holiday, yet at the close of his life his fortune had 
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vanished, spent largely on his magnificent estate, his museum, his library, and his 
botanical gardens. Just before he died, Lettsom inherited a huge West Indian fortune, 
but the money came too late to be of any benefit to him. After leaving the West 
Indies in 1768, he never returned. 

Lettsom was one of the most successful physicians, but he left no enduring monu- 
ments, despite his great practical skill and professional accomplishments. He was an 
original founder of the Medical Society of London and a prolific writer for his time. 
He died in the year of the Battle of Waterloo.

ROSEN, GEORGE. The Reception of William Beaumont’s Discov- 
ery in Europe. With a Foreword by Dr. John F. Fulton. 97 pp. Schu- 
man’s, New York, 1942. 


This is a limited edition of 500 copies containing a composite portrait 
of William Beaumont as a frontispiece by Mr. Dean Keller. In his foreword 
Dr. Fulton points out the remarkable fact that on the basis of one well- 
studied case Beaumont was able to change the course of medical thought in 
the sphere of gastroenterology and he puts the question as to how many 
young physicians of the present day who are in our armed forces may well 
grasp the opportunities which war inevitably presents to them. 

The book itself is a well documented account of the state of gastric physi- 
ology before Beaumont, and the manner of the man and his epochal experi- 
ments. As the title suggests, it is concerned largely with the reception which 
Beaumont’s researches were given in Europe, beginning with its consideration 
by Gerson and Julius. As might have been expected, Beaumont’s work first 
attracted attention, and that almost immediately, in Germany ; thence it spread 
to the other countries of Europe and by 1838 it had attracted notice in London. 
The author goes on in another chapter, to the full consideration of the in- 
fluence of Beaumont’s work upon the scientific world in the century that 
followed. The last chapter contains his brief conclusions and this is followed 
by a bibliography. The book itself may be considered to be an important 
addition to the study of Beaumont since it contains within its small compass 
a very complete summation and documentation of our knowledge that is 
within the scope indicated by the title.

ULRICH, CAROLYN F., Ed. Ulrich’s Periodicals Directory: a 
Classified Guide to a Selected List of Current Periodicals. Directorio de 
Publicaciones Periéddicas Ulrich: Guia clasificaca y seleccionada de pub- 
licaciones de la actualidad. Inter-American edition; edicién interameri- 
cana. New York: Bowker, 1943. 314 pp. $10.00. 

Medical librarians will welcome as an indispensable reference tool, this 
edition of Miss Ulrich’s Periodicals Directory. The volume is particularly 
timely in that it is Inter-American, giving bibliographic information not only 
for our own periodicals, but also for those of Central and South America. 
Most of us are currently adding many of these journals to our subscription 
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lists, and have experienced unusual difficulty in securing reliable data concern- 
ing them; the present volume answers most of these questions. 

This is a new compilation and does not supersede the 3d edition (1938) 
of Miss Ulrich’s Periodicals Directory, which lists both foreign and domestic 
journals. Approximately 500 medical periodicals are noted in this Inter- 
American edition, inclusion for our subject field being much wider than in 
the general directory. The listings in the fields related to medicine will also 
be especially useful. 

Arrangement is alphabetical within general subject groups. Entries in- 
clude complete title, date of founding, frequency of issue, price, size, address 
and descriptive information as to whether the journal includes abstracts, book 
reviews, illustrations, bibliographies and index. Particularly valuable is the 
added notation of where individual periodicals are abstracted and indexed. 
Subjected headings in English and in Spanish are appended. No attempt at 
evaluation is made. 

The general listing includes approximately 7,000 entries for 6,000 
periodicals, some one thousand titles being noted in two subject groups. The 
volume index includes titles in the original language, as well as subject 
entries in English and in Spanish. 

The volume will answer many questions for the busy librarian and should 
be added to the reference collection of all medical libraries.

CLENDENING, LOGAN. Source Books of Medical History. 685 


pp- Paul B. Hoeber, Inc., Medical Book Department, Harper and Broth- 
ers, New York, 1942. $10.00. 


Dr. Clendening needs no introduction either to the medical or to the 
lay public. His book is a splendid contribution to the history of medicine, 
although there is nothing new in the idea of a source book and the author 
says in his preface, that many similar works in the field of medicine have 
appeared before. In the work will be found references to the beginning of the 
early study of Egyptian papyri, and there are abundant quotations from 
Hippocrates, Galen, Aretieus and Celsus. Less than half the volume is con- 
cerned with the authors of the 17th century and earlier. The remainder is 
occupied with references to the source literature of special subjects such as 
pediatrics, smallpox, anesthesia, bacteriology and preventive medicine. It does 
not go into medical progress in the 20th century, and ends with Roentgen. 
Dr. Clendening’s book is extremely interesting reading and marks the ap- 
pearance of another well-geared tool for the use of the medical bibliographer.

ALBEE, FRED H. A Surgeon’s Fight to Rebuild Men. An auto- 
biography with a foreword by Lowell Thomas. 349 pp., illustrated. E. P. 
Dutton and Company, New York, 1943. $3.50. 


This is Dr. Albee’s own story of his life. This internationally known 
surgeon was born on a farm in Maine, secured his early education by his 
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own efforts; entered the Harvard Medical School where he early fell under 
the spell of Richard Cabot. His predilection for surgery, however, soon 
manifested itself and he chose the surgical field. From House Surgeon at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital he entered practice, but he traces his scien- 
tific success back to his grandfather and tree grafting, for Albee became, not 
a tree grafter, but a grafter of human tissues as every one knows. 

The book is an interesting tale of his struggles and of his successes, and 
written in the Albee style. There are occasional errors in the book, but it is 
a fascinating and convincing account of a marvelously successful life and no 
less a record of superlative achievement in the field of surgery.

This book has long been in the making and Dr. Lundy has to be con- 
gratulated upon the most recent work in the field of clinical anesthesia, There 
is a foreword by William J. Mayo, who was much interested in the prepara- 
tion of the manuscript and who wrote the foreword some years ago, while 
the manuscript was in preparation. 

This very complete textbook covers the entire field of anesthesia in its 
31 chapters. It is well and interestingly written and it would be difficult 
to discover that anything of importance has been omitted. In the opinion of 
the reviewer this is among the finest pieces of work that have appeared in 
the clinical field in many years.

This book just published by Col. Darnall and Mr. Cooper is principally 
for the layman, but it contains much of interest for the officer and enlisted 
man of the Armed Forces. It describes the mobilization of medicine in war 
and the part played by the American Medical Association in this; it describes 
the work of the officers and soldiers of the various divisions of the Medical 
Department ; it pictures the various medical installations such as Stations and 
General Hospitals, Medical Regiments and the Field Forces; it deals with 
the part taken by the Navy in combined operations and discusses the part 
played by aviation medicine. There are several chapters on sanitation and 
communicable diseases, as well as a discussion of the venereal problem. 

Col. Darnall has furnished a valuable list of references, principally by 
those in the military services. The author is well qualified to write this attrac- 
tive book, which will prove an excellent addition to the list already published.

Here is a complete reference work of modern slang and colloquial speech. 
It follows the same plan of Roget’s international Thesaurus, that is, words 
which are grouped under ideas, with the addition of a complete index. The 
book has been in the process of production for ten years and has no counter- 
part except Roget. The reader is amazed at the completeness and minute- 
ness of detail which he encounters and the authors may be said to have 
filled the last gap in the study of American slang. With Roget’s and Menck- 
en’s classics, and now with this splendid contribution, we may well say that 
the American language is covered. In the opinion of the reviewer this volume 
is indispensable in the armamentarium of the modern librarian.

SCIENCE, POPULAR SCIENCE, AND TECHNICAL BOOKS 
FOR BRANCH LIBRARIES. Annotated List of outstanding books pub- 
lished during 1941. 1941 supplement. Baltimore, Maryland, Enoch 
Pratt Free Library. 1942. 24 pp. 50¢. Mimeographed. 


This is the second supplement to a basic list of 56 pages which appeared in 
1940 and covered the period January 1938 to April 1940. Like its two 
predecessors the present list was prepared by the Industry and Science De- 
partment of the Baltimore Library as an acquisition guide for public library 
use. The titles, each with a descriptive and evaluative annotation, are ar- 
ranged under some sixty subjects, such as aeronautics, cookery, first aid, patents, 
weather, railroads, etc., and, as most of the books fall more than one to a sub- 
ject, useful comparisons are made. The straight subject arrangement adopted for 
the second supplement is a decided improvement over the previous arrange- 
ment by industrial reader groups (e.g., carpenters, plumbers, welders, etc.), 
a classification more wisely left to the A. F. of L. The author index to all three 
lists included in this supplement shows a total coverage to date of over five 
hundred titles. 

This list should prove invaluable in any public library, and the special 
librarian, for whom it is not primarily intended, will surely find it of occa- 
sional use.

The Condensed Chemical Dic- 
tionary, 3td ed. rev. and enl., 756 pp. Reinhold Publishing Corporation, 
New York, 1942. $12.00. 


The third edition of this invaluable work has long been awaited by 
scientists. The arrangement is the same as in the second edition, which re- 
quired many printings, but over 6,000 new items have been added, chiefly 
in the fields of chemicals, drugs, pharmaceuticals, essential oils, insecticides, 
fungicides, etc. There is also included a large number of chemical specialties 
sold under the trade and brand names which have been found necessary by 
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modern trends. In the preparation of this volume the editor received the help 
of more than 200 firms and individuals who supplied data largely unavail- 
able in the literature. In addition to the alphabetically arranged material the 
book contains a guide to the pronunciation of chemical names and words, a 
chapter on the effect of the war on chemical prices and numerous other items 
indispensable to the research worker.

No better expressions can be given to this delightful little book than 
those appearing on the wrapper from the pens of the friends of the author.

Dignity and 
seriousness are also felt as the changes occur in the variety of themes. These 
essays in miniature, like tiny handbound books, reveal the craftsmanship of 
an artist and the restraint of cultured judgment.

A 
library classification for public administration materials. Chicago, Public 
administration service and the American Library Association, 1942. 


The need for another classification scheme in this country in addition to 
Melvil Dewey’s and that of the Library of Congress is always open to debate, 
so the wisdom of making an attempt to formulate a special classification and 
notation scheme for libraries in the field of public administration is question- 
able. But as the authors felt, in 1928, or before, that the present classifications 
were inadequate in these particular fields and issued the first edition of this 
work then, perhaps there is a felt need for it. 

Public administration has been divided into twenty-five categories, desig- 
nated by single and double capital letters. The primary subdivisions under 
each subject have been given Arabic digits, and further development uses 
the principles of Dewey’s decimal system without the decimal point. Thus 
few of the class numbers are more than four factors in length except those 
which use one of the form divisions. 

David Judson Haykin, Chief, Subject cataloging division, Library of 
Congress, in his review of A Jibrary classification for public administration 
materials, in the October 1, 1942, Library Quarterly claimed that “. . . the 
classes do not always follow the obvious logical sequence or the order of 
genetic relationship; for example, Labor precedes Economics, Planning and 
Zoning are sandwiched in between Administrative Law and Personnel Ad- 
ministration.” 

And from a medical library standpoint, class ‘‘O,” on Health, Medical 
Profession, and Sanitation, is woefully inadequate. Of course the authors had 
the general social science library, or possibly even a particular collection in 
mind when they outlined the scheme, but it seems as if the classes they have 
should be logically subordinated to each other. 

The most important omission, from the standpoint of the social science 
library, is that of classification for the books which are accumulated outside 
their own specific subject fields. Class “A” is entitled Reference and could 
possibly be broadened to include the extraneous material that filters into 
most libraries, special or not, but as the scheme now stands, there is no place 
for fiction, mathematics, physics, and a number of other broad fields of 
human knowledge. 

As is stated in preface, ‘It is from the subject heading angle that this 
work will be of indubitable value to most library catalogs. . . . No general 
subject heading lists available today offer an adequate treatment of the rami- 
fications of this field. Even general libraries will find much assistance in the 
judicious application of the combined Index and Subject heading list which 
is an integral part of the scheme.”

AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. Filing catalog cards. 
Chicago, A.L.A., 1942. 109 pp. 

The filing rules set forth in the new A. L. A. code are based on the fourth 
edition of Cutter’s Rules for a dictionary catalogue and on current usage 
throughout the country. Alternative forms are given, and there is a selected 
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list of rules recommended for small libraries which should prove to be one 
of the most valuable sections of the book. 

Unlike the Cleveland Public Library Filing rules and Cutter’s Rules, there 
is no explanation of terminology to assist the apprentice librarian, and in 
actual use it will probably be necessary for the filer to have access to the U. S. 
Government Printing O fice Manual of foreign languages for the use of printers 
and translators to supplement the filing rules. 

However, the list is comprehensive and as it gives both preferred and 
alternative rules with cross-references throughout the book, any library should 
be able to mark and use the sections applicable to its catalog and catalog users. 

The appendixes contain additional examples of forename and place en- 
tries, foreign initial articles to be disregarded in filing, numerals in foreign 
languages, a Library of Congress conspectus of Bible arrangement, and the 
aforementioned list of rules recommended to small libraries.

SCHUMAN’, leading dealers in early books and manuscripts on the his- 
tory of medicine and science, who in the past have published occasional titles 
in this field, now plan to expand their activities as publishers. 

In line with this expansion, they have added to their staff, Mr. Henry G. 
Schlanger. Mr. Schlanger, who will do editorial and promotion work has, in 
the last few years, been employed in a free-lance capacity by Reynal and 
Hitchcock, Henry Holt, Random House, and Viking Press. 

A recent Schuman publication that received wide acclaim in the scientific 
journals was ‘‘The History and Evolution of Surgical Instruments” by Dr. 
C. J. S. Thompson, the first general historical summary of the surgeon’s tools. 
This work was based on the collection of instruments in the Royal College 
of Surgeons, much of which was destroyed by Nazi bombings in 1941. 

Outstanding among forthcoming Schuman publications is Dr. Harvey 
Cushing’s ““Bio-Bibliography of Andreas Vesalius.” Dr. Cushing, who was 
America’s greatest neuro-surgeon, before his death in 1939 completed this 
work, the first of any real scope in English on the ‘Father of Modern 
Anatomy.” It is fitting that Dr. Cushing’s book should be issued this year, 
which marks the 400th anniversary of the publication of Vesalius’ own great 
work, On the Fabric of the Human Body. The first edition of this cornerstone 
work in medical science appeared in June, 1543 and remains today one of 
the great classics of the Renaissance.

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Another important publication will be The History of Miners’ Diseases 
by Dr. George Rosen, the first extensive historical survey of diseases incident 
toa particular occupation.

A HANDBOOK OF MEDICAL LIBRARY PRACTICE 


The Medical Library Association’s Committee on a Library Handbook 
announces that its Handbook of Medical Library Practice is being published 
about April 1. Based on a preliminary manuscript by M. Irene Jones, it is 
the fruit of the cooperative efforts of Miss Jones and a group of medical 
librarians appointed by the Association three years ago. This book is not 
intended to take the place of manuals on general library practice, but to sup- 
plement these, both as to methods and special reference information for 
medical libraries. Judith Wallen Hunt has written the first chapter, showing 
the development, distribution, variety, and administration of medical libraries, 
and the requirements for medical librarianship. Appended to this is a list of 
370 medical libraries outside North America, The second chapter, by Bertha 
B. Hallam, discusses those aspects of book selection and ordering which are 
of concern to medical librarians. L. Margueriete Prime brings out medical 
cataloguing data, and Isabelle T. Anderson points the way to developing a 
subject authority list and a thorough subject catalogue for medicine. The 
most useful medical classification schemes are evaluated by Mary Louise 
Marshall and M. Irene Jones. Awkward miscellaneous materials, pamphlets, 
pictures, maps, microfilms, medals, sculpture, are dealt with by Eleanor Fair 
and Lillia M. D. Trask. Gertrude L. Annan describes the basis of a medical 
historical and rare book collection, its use and nurture, and furnishes a very 
full guide to the bibliography of rare books and to useful works in the 
biography and history of medicine. Finally, Eileen R. Cunningham's chapter 
on reference work outlines the requirements, clientele, types of information 
sought and equipment necessary. The major portion of the chapter consists 
of an extensive guide to the literature of medicine and the allied sciences, an 
annotated list of 600 reference works. 

The Handbook is meant to serve both newcomers and oldtimers in the 
medical library field, to demonstrate the wealth of its resources and to indicate 
how these may be found, maintained and used. It is hoped that it will be 
helpful not only to librarians, but to doctors, students, research workers, 
secretaries, to all, in short, who work with medical literature. The volume, 
some 540 pages, may be secured for $5.00 from the publishers, the American 
Library Association, 520 North Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois.
